The game wardens opened their 
“hunting season” in Jackson county 
Friday afternoon when they arrested 
Laym an Brooks for hunting without 
a license. 
This is the first arrest 
that has been made upon this charge 
this winter, and Brooks is positively 
convinced that hunting without first, 
having procured a license is pretty 
expensive economy as it cost him a 
total of $32.50. 
The game wardens, F. M. Fillers 
and E dw ard Buckley, have been in j 
this vicinity for several days, and j 
have been informed o f several vio- 
lations of law. 
Friday they drove 
to White Creek, with their dogs and 
guns under the. pretext of hunting ¡ 
when they arrested Brooks.

The motto of each short session 
sho uld b e. “Morituri to salutamus" 
(‘•We who are ab out to die salute you.”)

is

since the holocaust that struck the 
present memb ership was fearful and 
widespread. Almost every other stand­ 
patter has met his Waterloo. 
The in­ 
surgent memb ership has jumped up to 
mo re than fifty and the Democratic to 
abo ut 225, leaving only a trifle more 
than 100 standpatters all told. 
‘‘How 
hav e the mighty fallen!” is a b romide, 
b ut the standpatter is also a b romide, 
so the phrase fits his case.

fill a senatorial 
vacancy 
that occurs when the legislature is not 
in session. The general view is, how­ 
ever. 
that 
the senate 
will 
accept 
Thornton's credentials and overlook 
the technical irregularity. 


New Senato rs Are Many . 
There will b e several new faces in 
the senate. 
There will b e two former 
southern governors Swanson of Vir­ 
ginia in place of Daniel and Terrell 
of Georgia as the successor of Clay. 
From Iowa will come Lafe Young, the 
newspaper man, who the progressives 
say will hardly have time to warm his 
seat b efore the legislature places an 
Insurgent there. 
When the North Da­ 
kota legislature gets together Asie J. 
Gronna, another insurgent, will take 
the place of Senator Purcell. 
There will b e several senators on the 
anx ious seat during the short session, 
uneasy as to what their legislatures 
will do. Lodge of Massachusetts faces 
a possib le Insurgency of enough Re­ 
pub lican 
legislators 
to defeat him; 
Bulkeley of Connecticut will prob ab ly 
lose to former Governor McLean; Oli­ 
v er of Pennsylvania is b y no means 
sure of going b ack, and Frazier of 
Tennessee Is not yet a certainty owing 
to unsettled political conditions in his 
state. 
Of the thirty outgoing senators twen­ 
ty-four are Repub licans, and twenty- 
o ne of these are regulars. 
It is a 
startling fact that among these twen­ 
ty-one twelve have already fallen b y 
the wayside and three more are in 
peril. 
Republicans Lo se Heav ily . 
1 In the house end the slaughter has 
b een almost as marked. There will b e 
something like 119 changes In the 
chamb er, or nearly one-third of the 
b ody. The vast majority of those who 
hav e b een displaced are regular Re­ 
pub licans. 
Out of something like 185 
regulars all told—the vote varied from 
;time to time—-83 have b een retired for 
•one reason or another. 
A few 
were 
-micceeded by men of their own po lit­ 
ical stripe. 
The v ast majo rity wert 


b eaten in the primaries b y progres­ 
sives or in the election b y Democrats. 
Perhaps the most conspicuous house 
memb er who will b e ab sent from the 
nex t congress is James A. Tawney. the 
Minnesota b lacksmith, who forges ap­ 
propriation b ills with a sledgeham­ 
mer. 
Other conspicuous standpatters 
who are serving their last term are 
Boutoll and Lowden of Illinois, Hull 
of Iowa, Scott and Calderhead of Kan­ 
sas, Mien of Maine, Mudd of Mary­ 
land.

Demo cratic Shift Unimpo rtant. 
The Democratic changes are few and 
unimportant. 
Livingston and Howard 
of Georgia go out for having sup port- 


mat ter of fortifying the Panama cann! 
is sure to come up iu the appropriation 
b ills, and Tawney has stated that he 
will fight it. 
There is now a plan on foot to have 
the reapportioumeut made b y the pres­ 
ent congress. This the Democrats will 
i oppose, contending that it should b e 
left for them. 
If the Repub licans de­ 
cide to push it through, however, the 
Democrats will b e powerless unless 
they talK it to death. 
The population of the country has 
grown so enormously in the last decade 
that the memb ership of the house will 
b e measurab ly increased unless the 
b asis of representation is changed. 
There is complaint that the house is 
j already too large, and a determined 
fight will b e made against an increase. 
On the other hand, each state dislikes 
to lose any of its representatives, and 
many of them would do so if the house 
were left at its present size. 
This 
question alone would make a fight that 
might consume much of the time of the 
short session, and for that reason and 
b ecause of Democratic opposition to its 
present consideration it may go over. 
Mo netary Repo rt Po ssible. 
There is a possib ility that the Al­ 
drich monetary commission may report 
to this session, b ut even if it should 
do so there will not b e time to consider 
its recommendations. It is morally cer­ 
tain that Mr. Aldrich’s chief idea will 
b e a central b ank of issue, atid it D 
just as certain that the Democrats and 
most of the progressives will tight this 
to the death. 
The report 
of the Ballinger investi­ 
gating committee will go b efore the 
short session and is certain to occa­ 
sion a fight. 
Even if a majority of the

his 
fate is uncertain in the house, the 
prob ab ility b eing that the old Demo­ 
cratic-insurgent coalition would refuse 
to approve such a finding.

Gore charges as to alleged Indian 
frauds will report to the present con­ 
gress, as will also the Lorimer com­ 
mittee.

He is said to have b een one of 
M&dero’s right-hand inen, and to have 
laid plans for attacks on towns all 
over the repub lic, b ut in person su­ 
pervised the planning of the raid on 
Parral. 
After the plans miscarried the reb ­ 
els were thoroughly whipped. 
Vaca 
fled southward through Durango up to 
the capital of the state of Jalisco, 
where he was captured b y secret serv­ 
ice men. 
Rafael Quiroz Cardenas, another im­ 
portant suspect, and J. Socorro Cer­ 
vantes, a scarcely less valuab le cap­ 
ture. have arrived under guard from 
Jiquipan, Michoacane. 
Cardenas 
is 
said 
to 
have b een 
the leading anti-re-eleetionist of the 
Michoacane town, and to have b een 
tireless in his machinations against 
the ex isting government. 
He is al­ 
leged to have formulated plots and to

arrested. 
The attack on Jiquipan apparently was 
frustrated b y the capture of this man 
and of his companion and second, Cer­ 
vantes. 
Cervantes himself is charged with 
b eing no small figure among the Ma- 
dero supporters and plotters against 
Mex ico. 
His work ex tended b eyond 
paper, according to the charges, and 
he was actually involved in some of 
the rioting which has marked the past 
three weeks in various towns of the 
repub lic. 
Rurales in conflict with four 
men and a b oy whom they surprised 
cutting telegraph wires in Colonia Al- 
dana, near Atzcapotzalco, killed the 
b oy and forced the four men to fly.

Two b andits were shot dead in a 
fierce hand-to-hand b attle with the em­ 
ployes of the Hacienda Santa Rosa, 
near Pueb la. 
The mounted b andits, 
heavily armed, attacked the hacienda 
ab out midnight and the manager of 
the ranch immediately armed his em­ 
ployes and led them in the defense.

High Up in Racing Circles That Au­ 


gust Belm ont W as Responsible For 


Disbursem ent of Large Sums W hile 


Racing Bills W ere Pending. 


New York, Dec. 3.—Frank K. Stur­ 
gis, a banker of 36 Broad street, who 
is secretary and treasurer 
of the 
Jockey club, and has been, since it 
was formed in 1894, a trustee of the 
Westchester Racing association (Bel­ 
mont Park), and a trustee of the Turf 
and Field club, testifying before the 
legislative committee in the alder­ 
men’s-'chamber of the city hall, placed 
the responsibility for disbursing vari­ 
ous sums amounting to more than 
$300,000, upon August Belmont. 
Mr. 
S tr u ts gave this testimony with a 
certain air of what looked like satis­ 
faction in doing so, and whenever he 
mention d August Belmont as the one 
responsive for these disbursements 
he pronounced the name with a crisp 
precision! Mr. Sturgis, florid of com­ 
plexion, \|ith carefully trimmed iron- 
gray hairland mustache, in fresh and 
fashionabl** apparel, was on the wit­ 
ness stand about one hour. 
Among the interesting revelations 
made by Mr. Sturgis af.or he had iden­ 
tified payments of $40,290 made by Mr. 
Belmont to Edward P. Coyne in 1907, 
made up of two payments only two 
months apart, was that Mr. Coyne had 
been recommended to Mr. Belmont 
and the racing associations as an at­ 
torney by James W. Wadsworth. 
“The elder Wadsworth?” a member 
of the committee gasped. 
“No. the junior Wadsworth.” re­ 
sponded Mr. Sturgis, “the speaker of 
the assembly.” 
It later developed that the legal ser­ 
vices Mr. Coyne performed for his 
$40,000 fee had to do with the defeat 
of a bill in the legislature in 1907, 
known as the Cassidy bill, which if it 
had passed, would have increased the 
state's assessments of the racing asso­ 
ciation's gross receipts from 5 per 
cent to lu per cent. 
Mr. Coyne was 
also legally active in the campaign in 
the following year against the Agnew- 
Hart hills, generally called the anti- 
racetrack hills. 
Only once Mr. Sturgis hesitated in 
making reply to a question. 
Counsel 
Kresel had asked about an entry of 
$12,500 on Nov. 2, 1908, to one of the 
three legal exnonse accounts in the 
Jockey 
club 
ledger. 
The 
witness 
looked at the entry for a moment puz­ 
zled, and then looked up and said: 
“Is Mr. Daingerfield here?” 
Mr. Daingerfield is Mr. Sturgis’s 
assistant secretary in the Jockey club. 
Mr. Kresel promptly said: 
"I’ll call 
Mr. Daingerfield presently. 
We will 
proceed, please” : and Mr. Sturgis pro­ 
ceeded. 
The treasurer’s testimony 
was supplemented and in points elab­ 
orated when Daingerfield was exam­ 
ined. 
Another witness was John J. Evans, 
treasurer of the Metropolitan Turf as- j 
sociation.

Phagocytes, Defenders of Health, Near­ 
ly 
Overwhelmed 
by 
Spirochaetae 
When Medical Aid 
Intervenes and 
Victim Is Saved— Even Cold In H ead 
Starts Similar Battles. 


One of the most interesting and in­ 
structive cinematograph shows ever 
witnessed, in the shape of a fierce b a t ­ 
tle between an army of phagocytes 
and several million spiroehaetae. w a s 
given in London recently by Dr. 
LevaditI of the Pasteur institute, Paris, 
before the Royal Institute of Public 
Health. 
The phagocytes, which are the de­ 
fenders of the human body, were seen 
in the living pictures fighting against 
the spirochaetae, which are the bacte­ 
ria of a malignant disease. These cine 
matograph films, which are said to be 
among tho most marvelous ever shown, 
illustrated the bacterial warfare w hich 
takes place Inside the human body, 
and excitement was added to the con­ 
test owing to the fact that the au­ 
dience knew that victory for the «piro- 
chaetae meant death to the hitman vic­ 
tim. 
Destroyers Force Fighting. 
In the first few pictures the phag­ 
ocytes had rather a bad time of it in 
their battle with the invaders, and. 
like a general commanding his forces. 
Dr. Levaditi cried, “See—they weak­ 
en!” following with ids pointer the 
combatants appearing on the screen, 
like weird creatures conjured up in a 
nightmare. Again, still more tragical­ 
ly as a phagocyte fell outnumbered 
before a force of horrid shaped bac­ 
teria, he cried, “See—it is dead!” 
The defenders, however, put up a 
great fight. 
Dead spirochaetae lay all 
round them, but still the phagocytes 
were being gradually outnumbered and 
crushed till there were signs of re-en­ 
forcements. 
The doctor had come to their aid. In 
the moment of victory the spirochaeta 
received a check. 
With their vast 
numbers and the variety of their at­ 
tack. such as sharp, fang-like teeth, 
pinchers and pointed, dagger shaped 
tongues, they were too much for tin* 
phagocytes alone, but with the arrival 
of medical aid to stimulate the guard­ 
ians of the patient’s body they were 
demolished. 


Doctor Insures Victory. 
Slowly at first the wriggling things j 
wriggled less.
